Amid controversy over the 
probable cost to taxpayers, 
PISD trustees Tuesday 
night agreed in a split 
decision to sell $8 million in 
construction bonds as soon 
as possible. 
The district needs at least 
$2 million by March I to 
reinvest to meet projected 
operating expenses. This 
sale and reinvestment was 
approved in principle during 
budget sessions last August. 
The procedure is designed to 
reduce the 1975-76 debt 
service tax by six cents. 
The construction funds 
will eventually be used to 
finish 
current 
building 
programs ($2.0 m illion), 
design additional schools 
($3.5 villion) and construct 
an athletic stadium ($2.5 
million). 
Ken Lambert and Mary 
beth Applewhite have in 
past meetings opposed the 
sale of more 
than $24- 
million for current con­ 
struction 
needs—although 
debate has centered around

the $2.5 million earmarked 
for

that his maximum IO cent 
increase was a conservative 
figure figure at the time. 
The highest debt service 
requirement of 71.8 cents 
was scheduled to appear in 
1977-78, according to the 
financial expert. Based on 
assessment estimates now 
available, however, the 1977 
rate is now predicted to 
reach 83.7 cents based on 
$540 million in assessed 
valuations. The tax rate was 
not broken down for future 
years. 
Lam bert rem inded the

Although trustees and

From 1966 to 1974, the 
city’s assessed valuations 
increased an average of 
18.12 
percent 
and

valuations were projected at 
a 17 percent rate to calculate 
probable tax rates. 
Unfortunately, Plano did 
not maintain this growth 
rate in 1975-76 and instead of 
showing assessed valuations 
of $515,385 million, only $498 
million materialized in the 
current tax year for a deficit 
of $17,385 million. Projec­ 
tions for the coming tax year 
now show only $540 million in 
assessed valuations rather

3° Stamp Supply Depleted

The U.S. Post Office in 
Plano has been about the 
most active place in town 
since Dec. 31—the day first 
class postage went to 13 
cents—with 
a 
constant 
stream of customers from 
opening until closing time. 
In addition, 
with the 
inadequate 
space 
for 
parking, 
cars 
have 
frequently been backed up 
on 18th St. awaiting their 
turn, while others, reluctant 
to face the long waits, drive 
on. 


“I’ve never seen anything 
like it,” said Billy Creed, 
local postmaster. ‘‘Even 
when we had previous hikes 
on stamps, there was not a 
deluge such as we’ve seen 
this week.” 
Creed said 
the 
large 
turnout may be due to 
several reasons—it’s just 
after Christmas—it’s the 
first of the month—and 
apparently many people 
were stuck with a lot of ten 
cent stamps. 
“We have sold more than 
40,000 three-cent stamps 
during this period and I have 
no idea how many one and 
two-cent stamps at this 
point,” Creed pointed out. 
He did state that the heavy 
flow of traffic started during 
the week between Christmas 
and New Year’s, but had 
become quite hectic since 
then. 


Creed said that in addition 
to people needing the sup­ 
plemental stamps, there 
were a lot of people calling 
for mail which had been held 
for them during Christmas 
vacations. 
If they call for their mail 
we leave the desk to go for it, 
then if there is a parcel, that 
also must be found, which all 
takes time and causes some 


delay,” he explained. 
He did say that he felt the 
lines were moving fairly 
smoothly and that clerks 
were being very courteous in 
lace of the onslaught. 
The Plano Post Office not 
only services Plano citizens 
but also services Murphy, so 
that has put a strain on an 
already crowded situation. 
The postmaster said that 
the Plano situation is ap­ 
parently not unique, as he 
has heard that all area post 
offices 
have 
been 
ex­ 
periencing 
a 
rush 
of 
customers. 
Since the local office is 
now 
out 
of 
three-cent 
stamps, customers are being 
asked to accept ones and 
two-cent stam ps instead.

The 13-cent 
sheet and roll stamps are 
colorful, with the American 
Eagle holding a shield of red, 
white and blue, and the book 
stamps are replicas of the 
Liberty Bell, finished in soft 
brown tones. 
During a wait in line by 
this reporter, a few com­ 
ments were overhead, such 
as people referring to the 
number of times they had 
been by the post office, only 
to turn away, but there were 
no complaints heard at all 
about the price of the new 
stamp. It appeared that the 
new rate hike was the least 
of their worries, after a 
somewhat lengthy wait in 
line.

something or stand up to the 
voters and say it will cost 
more than we thought. 
“I’m

Lambert stressed. “It's just 
that in this current economic 
situation, my first and least 
priority 
is

football 
stadium. We may have a 
boom the next 18 months and 
then another recession and 
be caught playing catch-up 
with our school population. 
We could very easily need 
’his $8 million for schools.” 
he explained. “I personally 
favor 
building 
three 
elementary 
schools while 
construction costs are down 
and holding them til they’re 
needed rather than building 
the siadium. I think we’re 
overstepping what we told 
the community.” 
Medanich admitted that 
his 
projections 
of 
the 
necessary tax increase to 
support the program “did 
not pan out”, but said that is 
part of the game. 
“We deal with estimates.” 
he noted. “In this case they 
did not come up to what we 
thought they would. There 
have also been changes in 
the interest rate We thought 


we were being conservative 
with the IO cent tax increase 
and if the city’s 18 percent 
growth rate had prevailed 
we would have had no 
problem. 


“This is the first time in 
seven bond issues—and we 
have been involved in bond 
issues since 1962—that we 
ever even approached the 
amount of money we told 
people we were going to 
spend. This was because the 
growth continued. Now one 
time, the economy turns 
around on us. Plano had the 
best information available, 
but the estimates just didn’t 
pan out.” 


Frank Adams said he 
believes the school board 
“got ourselves in this bind” 
when the city and school 
district agreed to postpone 
the reevaluation of im ­ 
provements another year to 
give the taxpayers a break. 
He noted this this action has 
given some relief to the 
citizens and urged the board 
to approve the sale of the 
whole $8 million. 
He pointed out, with Tom 
Hughston in agreement, that 
the $8 million package is 
needed whether a football 


stadium is built or not. 
Hughston and David Black 
both noted that a decision on 
whether to spend $2.5 million 
of the funds for the stadium 
can be made when bids on 
the facility are received.

REMOVES REDECSS 
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ABC Moves Up In Ratings War

NEW YORK (UPI) — ABC 
television network President 
Fred Pierce says his net­ 
work will make its an­ 
nouncements for the fall 
season early in the spring, 
but premiere the shows late 
in September. 
The Nielsen figures for the 
three networks for the fall 
season through Dec. 28 put 
ABC in its accustomed third 
place, but much closer to the 
leaders than in previous 
years. CBS rated 19.2, NBC 
18.2 and ABC 17.7, which is 
quite respectable, and ABC 
was 
gratified 
with 
its 
showing. 
“ABC is up IO per cent, 
Pierce said, adding the net­ 
work’s share of the audience 
also is up. He called the 
whole 
matter 
“very 
satisfactory”. 
What Pierce found un­ 
satisfactory 
before 
the 
season began last Sept ember 
was that the other networks 
refused to go along with his 
suggestion to delay the 
season premieres until late 
in the month so that new 
shows could be properly 
polished. This year the net­ 


works appear to agree on a 
later schedule. 
He pointed out that an­ 
nouncements of the fall 
schedule once were made as 
early as Washington's Birth­ 
day, but last year for a 
number of reasons were not 
made until the first week in 
May. 
“Together with that, the 
premiere of the new fall 
season began Sept. 8,”

SST Potato 


Is Handed to 


Bill Coleman 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The public debate over U.S. 
landing rights for the Con­ 
corde supersonic transport 
has ended with an Anglo- 
French threat, a policy 
reversal by the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency 
and a New York-Virginia 
split 
over 
whether 
to 
welcome the jet. 
Now the question rests in 
the hands of Transportation 
Secretary William Coleman 
Jr. 
The 
final, 
nine-hour 
Concorde hearing 
drew 
more than 70 witnesses 
ranging from British and 
French cabinet officials to 
New Yorkdiousewives. 
Opponents including the 
EPA. 
New 
York state, 
several congressmen, the 
National Council of Jewish 
Women and the Lawrence, 
NY. , 
PT A argued 
the 
Concorde should be banned 
as a threat to public health 
and 
an 
unwarranted 
disturber of the peace. 
But the SST drew support 
from the State Department, 
Virginia, 
Sen. 
Barry 
Coldwater, R-Ariz., a U.S. 
airline executive and British 
and French officials, whose 
governments have poured $3 
billion into the SST in the 
past 13 years. 
The immediate issue was 
whether Coleman should ap­ 
prove a request for four 
daily SST flights to New 
York’s John F. Kennedy 
Airport and two a day to 
Washington’s Dulles Airport 
starting this year. 
The broader issues dealt 
with America’s international 
responsibilities and treaty 
obligations, new technology 
and the growing awareness 
that advances can bring man 
harm as well as benefits. 
Britain and France issued 
a joint statement saying the 
U.S. market is essential to 
the Concorde’s financial 
success and noting the 
agreement under which U.S. 
airlines operate abroad and 
U.S. aircraft companies sell 
planes to other nations. 
“A negative decision on 
the question of Concorde 
-service to the United States 
undoubtedly would have 
political consequences in 
both France and the United 
Kingdom,” the statement 
said. 
The EPA in the past has 
cited the Concorde’s noise 
and 
pollution 
without 
recommending 
action 
against the plane, 
but 
switched its policy and said 
the SST definitely should be 
banned from New York and 
Washington and perhaps 
from all other U.S. airports. 
“Introduction of Concorde 
service runs directly counter 
to the noise abatement and 
other environmental policies 
and programs of the United 
States,” said assistant EPA 
Administrator 
Roger 
Stretow. 
Strelow said the effect of 
six SST flights a day might 
be negligible but that ap­ 
proving them would open the 
door to a possible 25 daily 
flights to New York and five 
to Washington within 12 
years.

schoolhouse in Maine, has 
been on most rungs of the

— Paying drop-outs. This 
would not be “bribe” money 
to be used for a sports car, 
new clothes or travel. The 
amount, equivalent to what 
would have been spent if the 
student stayed in school, 
could be spent only on other 
education of the student’s 
choice—business or butcher 
school, auto repair or barber 
school and any instructional 
programs with a strong bent 
to vocational or career 
training. 


— Abandon the traditional 
academic 
year. 
Use 
flexibility gained by having 
schools open year round. 
(Some school systems are on 
a 
year-round 
schedule. 
Students select their terms 
or semesters to coincide with 
parent's vacation plans. The 
year-round school does not 
have universal acceptance, 
however.) 


— Allow parents to choose 
teachers for their children; 
pay teachers on the basis of 
the number of children each 
attracts and satisfies. This

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BEANS: A Nice Word 
One To Live On Very Well 


Bean. Next to love, “bean” 
is one of the nicest four-letter 
words in our language. As 
the old saying goes, “You 
can’t live on love” (not these 
days, anyway!). But, beans 
are another story. You can 
live very well on beans...ail 
kinds of beans. 
Once considered a poor 
man’s vegetable, the bean is 
gaining new respect. Among 
the 
oldest 
and 
most 
universally used of the 
world’s food, the bean is 
finding renewed favor in 
American cooking. 
The bean was a staple in 
early America. As we grew 
more prosperous we became 
a beef-eating country and 
the bean fell from favor. The 
tables have turned. 
With the increasing world 
shortage of animal protein - 
not to mention the increase 
in price - nutritionists are 
turning to beans 
(par­ 
ticularly soybeans) as an 
inexpensive alternative or 
addition to meat. Half a cup 
of kidney beans for instance 
contains about the same 
amount of protein as one 
egg, one ounce of cooked 
meat, or one cup of milk. In 
addition to protein, beans 
are a good source of iron, 
thiamine, riboflavin and 
niacin. 
Intuitively, early people 
must 
have 
known 
the 
nutrition benefits of the 
bean. The Egyptians, it is 
said, worshipped the bean as 
a symbol of life itself. And 
Hebrew history records the 


bean 1,000 years before the 
dawn of Christianity. 
Oddly enough, w arfare 
played a great part in 
making the bean a world­ 
wide staple. Their low water 
content and high protein 
rating 
makes 
them 
a 
valuable source of food 
wherever transportation is 
a problem. Hence, they were 
carried by ancient armies on 
the march as a staple, and 
found new homes in the 
process. 


Recognizing 
that 
dry 
legumes, as beans are 
technically 
called, 
are 
o u ts ta n d in g 
a m o n g 
vegetables for their protein, 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics ranks them at the 
head of the list of the top 
twelve protein buys for the 
money. Though not complete 
protein, the addition of only 
a small amount of animal 
protein (cheese, chicken, 
fish, or meat) renders beans 
a complete and inexpensive 
source of solid satisfying 
nutrition. 
Confirming this, the July 
1975 issue of Consumer 
Reports noted on a cost-per- 
pound of protein basis, beans 
were $1.93 as compared to 
eggs at $3.85 and hamburger 
at $4.49. And round steak 
tipped the scales at a 
whopping $8.31 per pound of 
protein. Ifs no wonder sales 
of dried beans have shown a 
IO percent increase during 
1975 - a year when we’re all 
watching our pennies. 
Family Planning 
Controls Prices 


A sound plan for family 
spending and saving is an 
important step toward in­ 
flation control and suc­ 
cessful money management, 
Mrs. Hellon B. Catlett, 
County Extension Agent, 
says. 
A good spending-saving 
plan can help the family live 
within its income, cut down 
on 
impulse 
spending, 
achieve financial goals, and 
live 
better 
today-and 
to m o rro w --b y 
se ttin g 
priorities and making wiser 
choices among available 
alternatives. 


But a money management 
plan must be set up in terms 
of each particular family, 
the agent cautioned. 
Do not try to use a budget 
drawn up for an ‘average’ 
person or a ‘typical’ family 
whose income and situation 
seem similar to yours. 
Each family is different, 
having its own values and its 
own ideas about what is 
important. To serve best, the 
plan has to fit the family’s 
life style, ambitions, income, 
assets and debts, as well as 
the ages, sex and number of 
family members, she noted. 


In this protein-through- 
meat conscious country of 
ours, the name of the game 
is how to provide good solid 
nutritious food at reasonable 
prices. Beans may just be 
the answer. 
Says 
the 
well-known 
nutritionist Dr. Jean Mayer, 
“ When you mix various 
proteins, the overall result 
may be better than you could 
anticipate from each con­ 
stituent. One food in the 
mixture may be high in the 
amino acids that you are 
missing in another, so that 
the two (or three or four) 
may 
complement 
each 
other...You do not need beef 
or pork or lamb to be well 
fed. All you need is a protein 
m ixture yielding enough 
amino acids in the right 
proportions. For health and 
nutrition, your body needs 
two ounces of protein daily. 
One ounce should be good 
quality protein from an 
animal source: eggs, fish, 
milk, etc., not necessarily 
m eat....As long as you 
replace meat by proteins of 
equivalent 
n u tritio n al 
quality, no one in the family 


will be worse off in any­ 
way.” 
Dried beans-black beans, 
pinto 
beans, 
garbanzos 
(chick peas), lima beans, 
pink beans, kidney and navy 
beans-are relatively cheap. 
They can be stored without 
refrigeration 
for 
long 
periods of time, even up to a 
year. 
Their 
flavor 
is 
pleasant and yet bland so 
they mix well with other 
foods. 
The USDA doesn’t have a 
mandatory grading and 
grade labeling system for 
beans, so consumers are 
advised to buy beans in see­ 
through packages. Look for 
bright, uniform color and 
uniform size. Faded beans 
are not as fresh, will take 
longer to cook and won’t be 
as flavorful.

and the restaurant open that 
bean soup will not appear on 
the menu. And of this soup, 
and the bean in general, the 
late Senator Everett M.

beans. Called “peas” in the 
South, they are oval-shaped 
and have either a black or 
yellow spot. Hopping John, a 
Southern specialty, is made 
with blackeye peas. 
Chick peas. Also known as 
ceci peas, garbanzo beans. 
or Spanish beans. The peas, 
or beans, have a nutlike 
flavor and firm texture. For 
years they have been special 
favorites on the West Coast, 
and are now quite popular on 
the East Coast, too. They are 
fam iliar 
in 
Italian 
Minestrone soup. (This type 
of 
bean 
requires 
long 
cooking, so it is best to use 
them canned.) 
Cranberry beans. Similar 
to pinto beans except that 
the markings are pink rather 
than brown. Popular in Ohio, 
Indiana and New England 
states. 
Lima beans. They come in 
both 
large 
and 
small 
varieties, grown largely in 
California, In the South, 
“calico” or “speckled butter 
beans” are large Limas 
spotted with purple. 
Pinto and pink beans. 
These two are related and 
interchangeable in most 
recipes. Although they don’t 
look alike, both beans turn 
reddish-brown in cooking. 
Pintos are pale pink with 
brown specks. Pink beans 
are brownish red and may be 
called “red miners” or “red 
Mexican” beans. 
Red beans. As the name 
implies, these are darker 
than “pink” beans. They are 
featured in a variety of 
Spanish dishes. Also called 
Mexican “chili beans,” they 
are favored for making chili 
con came in the Southwest. 
Red kidney beans They 
have a distinctive flavor, 
bright red-purple color and 
are grown prim arily in 
Michigan, California and 
New York State. The canned 
beans are especially con­ 
venient for chili, soups and 
salads. Red kidney beans 
are rated the world’s second 
most important bean. 
Soybeans. The world’s 
most 
im portant 
bean­ 
valued for food and oil in 
countries haveing densely 
populated areas. Very high 
in protein, with a distinctive 
flavor, soybeans can be 
yellow, green, brown, black, 
or bicolored. They are grown 
in this country in Michigan, 
Illinois, 
Missouri, 
Min­ 
nesota, and the South. 
White 
beans. 
This 
category comprises four 
beans: Marrow, the largest- 
grown mainly in the East; 
Great Northern, very large 
with a delicate flavor-grown 
in the Midwest, Idaho and 
Eastern States, and featured 
in baked bean dishes; Navy, 
smaller than Great Nor­ 
therns—grown mainly in 
Michigan; Pea, smallest of 
the white beans; used for 
Boston Baked Beans.

Pizza 
needs cheese that stretches 
easily and smoothly to cover 
a large surface. It is the 
butterfat and the high 
temperature of the water up

That but­ 
terfat in Mozzarella is about 
five times more than that in 
the original m ilk.

When we buy a steak or 
roast at our meat counter, 
we assume- it is going to be 
good; we’ve come to expect 
quality. 
But it wasn’t always this 
way, and meat scientists of 
the Experiment Station, 
working 
with

processors, have had a great 
hand in delivering the 
quality we’ve come to 
depend on. 
M echanical 
deboning 
equipment in the U S. has 
the potential to increase 
annual 
supplies 
of 
manufacturing beef, pork 
and lamb by 737,374 and 19 
million pounds, respectively. 
The 
impact 
of

dramatic increases in supply 


Increased Meat Supply Foreseen 


is not presently known, but 
availability of large quan­ 
tities 
of 
mechanically- 
deboned 
meat, 
inex­ 
pensively priced, would have 
a definite effect on the 
pricing 
structure, 
ac­ 
cording to U.S. Dept, of 
Agriculture research. 
With this in mind, Texas 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station (TABS) researchers 
are studying the use of 
mechanically-deboned pork, 
goat, mutton or beef in fresh 
pork sausage, frankfurters 
or ground beef. 
Research by Dr. Gary C. 


Smith, meat scientist, shows 
that the desirable qualities 
of fresh pork sausage were 
not affected by the addition 
of four percent mechanically 
deboned pork. In overall 
satisfaction, 
frankfurters 
containing 40 percent goat 
and IO, 25, or 40 percent 
mutton were more ac­ 
ceptable than frankfurters 
containing only manually 
deboned beef and pork. And, 
20 percent mechanically 
deboned goat can be used to 
m anufacture beef patties 
without detracting seriously 
from 
the 
desirable 


characteristics of the coifed 
product. 
Another area of meat 
research being studied by 
Dr. Zerle L. Carpenter, meat 
scientist, is mechanical 
t e n d e r i z a t i o n . 
The se 
processes are gaining in­ 
creasing acceptance in the 
c o m m e r c i a l 
( h o t e l , 
restaurant and institution) 
and retail food industries. 
Such tenderization makes 
tough, inexpensive cuts of 
meat more acceptable. 
A series of TABS research 
studies of mechanical ten­ 
derizers will provide in­ 


formation about product 
yields, handling and storage 
properties, kind and grade of 
product and alternatives to 
this method 


Results of one study show 
mechanical 
tenderization 
substantially improves 
tenderness 
in 
meat. 
Generally, a single treat­ 
ment will remove major 
variations in tenderness. 
Speaking of tendenwss— 
the TAMU Tenderstretch 
iiielliuu IS now known the 
world over as an effective 
way of preserving ten­ 


derness of carcasses. 
And, TAES scientists find 
meat tenderness can be 
improved by holding the 
carcass at higher than usual 
tem perature during the 
initial postmortem state. 
This speeds up the aging 
process. 


The method devised by 
TAES scientists involves 
holding the carcass at a high 
temperature 
in.mediately 
after death and then chilling 
to a point that it is almost the 
same temperature at 
24 
hours postmortem as a 
carcass that 
has 
been 
treated by normal handling 
procedures.

Tour Packages Attract Throngs

MONTE CARLO, Monaco 
(UPI) — Ifs not too long ago 
that this tiny princely state 
on the Riviera was virtually 
the exclusive wintering 
preserve for the high and 
mighty of the old and new 
worlds. 
European nooility and 
American millionaries came 
to 
enjoy 
the 
mild 
Mediterranean 
climate 
while trying to break the 
bank in^the Casino and to 
wine, dine and party at 
eluant villas and aboard 
seagoing yachts, and attend 
operas, balls and galas. 
The princes and prin­ 
cesses 
and 
wealthy 
Americans still come to the 
principality ruled by Prince 
Rainier and his American- 
born Princess Gk'ace, wiiose 
wedding in 1956 climaxed a 
fairy-tale romance that 
could have been written by 
her 
former 
Hollywood 
scriptwriters. 
But the overall picture has 
been changing — Monaco 
has become an increasingly 
p o p u la r 
y e a r-ro u n d 
destination for American 
and other vacationists since 
the advent of mass jet plane 
transportation along with 
economy-priced tour pack­ 
ages. 
One of 
the 
smallest 
countries in the world, hilly 
Monaco is hemmed in on 
three sides by France. Since 
its main source of income 
comes from tourism, an 
ambitious multimillion dol­ 
lar program of expansion by 
reclamation 
along 
the 
seafront was launched about 
three years ago. The prin­ 
cipality now encompasses 
about 470 acres, as com­ 
pared with the 840-acre 
C«itral Park in New York 
City, as a result. 
In addition, millions of 
dollars were invested in 
modernization 
and 
ex­ 
pansion of some elating 
facilities, including the 
beaches, swimming pools 
and clubs, yacht harbors and 
marinas, as well as new 
c o m m e r c i a l 
a n d 
recreational centers. 
Built 
partially 
on 
reclaimed land and piers 
sunk into the sea is the new 
650-room Loews Monte-Carlc 
— a spectacular complex of 
connected 
sevenstory 
polygonal buildings. Guest 
rooms are tastefully and 
cheerfully furnished. Each 
has a terrace, individual 
clim ate 
control, 
bar- 
refrigerator (you pay for 
what you drink), direct dial 
telephones 
and 
remote 
control lighting. 
We were among the more 
than 200 travel writers and 
other guests from the United 
States invited by the Loews 
Corp. to attend the formal 
opening 
ceremonies 
in 
November. At least tv/ice 
that many came from 
various parts of Europe, 
including no less than IO 


princes and princesses, not 
counting the royal family of 
Monaco. The guest list also 
included such celebrities as 
Ava Gardner, ex-Mayor 
John Lindsey of New York, 
Andy Williams and David 
Frost. 
Princess Grace, her hair 
shades darker than when she 
was movie star Grace Kelly 
of Philadelphia but still 
beautiful, cut the ribbon. 
Rainier had flown to Madrid 
for the installation of Don 
Juan Carlos as king of Spain 
following the death of 
Generalissimo Franco. 
Princess Grace was also 
the guest of honor at the 
sumptuous inaugural dinner 
laid on for nearly 1,000 
guests by Preston Robert 
Tisch, presidoit of Loews. 
Singer Lena Horne provided 
the entertainment. 
The Monte-Carlo hotel is 
situated on a promontory 
below the renowned ornate 
Casino, built in the 1860s, 
which helped bring fame and 
fortune to Monaco. 
It is the first hotel on the 


entire Cote d’Azur to house a 
casino offering American- 
style gambling exclusively, 
including craps, blackjack 
and roulette tables, the 
wheel of fortune and slot 
machines.

Other 
should-sees are the Zoo, 
founded by Rainier, and the 
Exotic Gardens on the 
hillside overlooking the sea, 
with thousands of varieties 
of cacti and other tropical 
plants from all over the 
world and an eagleeye’s 
view of the nearby coasts.

Much more is known about 
how to recognize and to 
maintain physical health 
than is known about mental 
or emotional health, Roberta 
Dix, a family life education 
specialist, says. 
“Physical health is body 
contained. Mental health is 
reflected in the individual’s 
feelings, responses and 
reactions toward others,” 
she noted.

Special treatment 
for white polyester 
By Folly Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — I hope someone has an answer for 
me concerning white polyester. How do you keep it 
white? The spray spot remover is great for removing 
spots, but them the spots are whiter than the rest of the 
garment so one still has spots. — JEAN A. 
DEAR JEAN — Do remember to always wash white 
polyesters (Maly with iMber whites. Pre>treat heavily soil­ 
ed areas by scmbbtag with detergent and a soft brash. 
Use only warm water, hot sets wrinkles doling the spin­ 
ning process. Add fabric softener to final rinse. Dry on 
low setting. — POLLY. 


Dear POLLY — My Pet Peeve is finding cereal and 
powdered drink products slit open so they are impossible to 
reseal tightly, llie stock boys who open the packing boxes 
should be more careful so the food’s freshness is preserved. I 
complain to the store manager and hunt for an unslit box 
rather than allow my purchase to go stale quickly. — JANE. 
DEAR POLLY — C J.S. wanted to make big outdoor con­ 
crete tubs for flowers and wanted to know if they could be 
made with ready-mixed concrete. Yes, they can. My father 
made some for Mom years ago. He made the outer forms and 
filled them with cement and rock up to the depth of the flower 
planter, approximately 8 to IO inches from the top of the form. 
Another small form was put in and this was the size he wanted 
the planting space to be inside. He inserted lead or copper 
piecres of scrap pipe every three or four feet apart from the in­ 
ner form to the outer one for drainage. Continue to fill the 
center form with cement to the top and let set for one or two 
days before filling with dirt and plants. Mother has enjoyed 
hers for fifteen years so I do hope this helps C. J.S. — ANN. 
DEAR POLLY — In answer to the problem about making 
concrete tubs for flowers I wish to pass on an idea I think is ex­ 
cellent though the tubs are not concrete. A friend has some 
tubs on her patio which are the tubs irom inoperable washing 
machines, ^ e has painted them pretty colors to suit her 
decor. They already have holes to provide drainage and cost 
nothing. Perhaps this answers y()ur reader’s problem. — 
DONNA L. 
DEAR POLLY — A reader, C. J.S., asked about making ce­ 
ment planters and I did a garden column in our newspaper 
some time back on converting old washing machine tubs into 
planters. 'They will not lo<rfi like cement, but they are cheap. 
Use what you like from the enclosed column. — JUDY. 
DEAR READERS — Some of the good points from Judy’s 
colnmn are that such a tub can be moved for desired sun or 
shade and are large enough so plants do not get root bound. 
Vegetables, herbs, dwarf trees and flowers may be grown in 
them. She also suggested a V sluiped wood frame for the bot­ 
tom that has rollers so that the tub can be easily moved. —
